3. It is noted that claim 18 does not specifically define the terms m and n of the 
formula HO-(C 2 H40)n-(C3H60) m -(C2H40) n -OH J however, it is the examiner's position that 
the phrases "having a molecular weight of 500 to 10,000" and "C2H4O content of 0% to 
55%" are sufficient to define the terms m and n. 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an ink jet ink for ink jet recording comprising at least one azo dye of 
the formula 



wherein the variables are defined in the specification that is dissolved or dispersed in an 
aqueous medium and a betaine surfactant. Applicants have filed a certified English 
language translation of the foreign priority document therefore; the effective filing date of 
this application is July 4, 2002. The closest prior art of record is US 2004/001 1248, 
issued to Taguchi et al., which teaches an ink jet ink set comprising a plurality of ink 
compositions, each ink composition comprising an aqueous medium, an azo dye of the

wherein Ri, R 2 and R 3 each represents an alkyl group, an aryl group or a heterocyclic 
group wherein at least two of R lf R 2 and R 3 may be linked with each other to form a 
ring; L represents a divalent linking group and at least one of Ri, R2, R3 and L is a group 
having from 8 to 40 carbon atoms.
